The meeting was called to order with Mayor McAden presiding.

Councilman White moved that the Minutes of the previepgs meeting be approved.

Mayor McAden presented hls wife and two of his children, CARCL ANN end
CHARIES, JR.

MR. KENT RIDER sppeared asking the City to do something for the park property
locatbed between Wilshire Boulevard, Schieffer and Alrport Boulevard. The children
ere taking advantage of what is offered and he was thankful for the supervisor
that was assigned from 3:00 to T:00., He asked that something be done so the ares
could be used to its fullest extent; asked that it be levelled, and the rocks and
broken glass be removed. The City Manager explained that quite a bit had been dong
on this property in that the big hole had been filled and other improvements hed
been made., At this state, a street is being cut through the area by the State;
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end then the whole area will be graded and sodded. Water lines are going to be
put in, and this will be done before it is sodded; then the park can be developed.
Recreational facilities of the Church are now available Couneilman Thompson ine
quired as to how long it will be before the park is in full use. The City Managex
stated 1t was hoped to get it in condition this year, where it could be used next
Year in its entirety. Councilmen Pearson and Thompson inquired sbout tables and
 benches. MR. RIDER felt that if tables and benches could be cbtained, and if the
glass could be cleared out, and the area under the trees cleaned it would help.
The City Manager stated tables andlenches could be placed out there; that the
grading was under contract now and will be sccomplished shortly. The Mayor
stated all this would be gone into, and he thanked Mr JRider for caming in.

The Council receimd a memorandum from the City Manager regarding the
reappointment of members of Brackenridge Hospital Advisory Board, reading as fol-
lows: .

 "There are two members ou our present Brackenridge Hospital Ad-
visory Board whose terms expire May 25, 1953, I submit for ree
appointment MR, JOHW SIMPSON and MR, GUY DARSEY.”

The City Manager stated these gentlemen were familiar with the planning of
the congtruction program of the Hospital and would be exbremely - helpful as membexs
of the Board. Both are very iuterested in the Hospital. Councilman Thompson moved,
that the appointment of MR.

With regard to designating depositories and depositing funds, the City Maneger
explained the securlties required to cover all the funds., He also explsined de-
positing the funds and investing in government bonds. Councilman Thompson atated
this would pay more interest, and Councilmen Pearson felt this was an excellent
manner in which to handlie this matter.

Bank, Fidelity State Bank and Texas State Bapk are pach hereby designated and
selected as a depository of the funds of the City of Austin for a term of two
Yeers from the date hereof. In the event neifher the City nor the depository
gives written notice terminating the depository relationship prior to the expira-
tion of the two-year term, the relationship shall be extended sanwtomatically for
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an additioxial tern of two years and shall be extended for like terms thereafter
unless such notice of termination is given.

2. When such depository banks are duly qualified, the City Manager and the
Director of Finance are hereby authorized and directed to deposit funds of the
City of Austin in the Fidelity State Bank to the extent of $150,000.00 and in
the Texas State Bank to the extent of $150,000.00 and to deposit in equal
‘amounts (insofar as possible) the remminder of the funds of the City of Austin
in the Austin National Bank, American Rational Bank, and Capital National
Bank. :

WHEREAS, J. M. Odom is the Contractor for the erection of a bullding
located at 901 Lydia Street and desires a portion of the sidewakk and street
space abutting Lots 15, 16, 17, Block 3, Outlot %, Division B, in the City of
Austin, Travis County, Texas, during the erection of the bullding, such space
40 be used in the work and for the storage of materials therefor; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinsbove enumerated be granted to said
J. M. Odom, the boundary of which is deacribed as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the southeast corner of the above de-
scribed property; thence in a southerly direction and at
right angles to the centerline of East 9th Street to a
point 12 feet south of the north curb line; thence in a
westerly direction and parallel with the centerline of
East Sth Street appooximately 135 feet to a point; thence
in anortherly direction and at right angles to the
centerline of East Oth Street to the southwest cormer of
the above described proyerty;

Then beginnipg at & point 10 feet north of the
southwest corner of sald property; thence in a westerly
direction and at right angles to the centerline of Lydia
Street to a point 12 feet west of the east cwrd line;
thence in a northerly direction and parallel with the
centerline of Lydia Street approximately 60 feet to a
point; thence in an easterly direction snd at right
angles to the centerline of Lydia Street to the west line
of the above described property.
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2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
said J. M. Odom, hereinafter termed "Contractor", upon the following express
terms and conditions:

(1). That the Contractor shall construct a four-foot walkwey within
the outer boundaries of the ebove described working space, such walkway to be
protected on each side by & guard rail at least four feet high and substantially
braced and anchored, and without wood strips or obstructions of any kind along
the pavement within the walkway, and at any time in the opinion of the City
officials it becomes necessary for any reason to install a board floor within
the walkway, the Contractor shall upon notice from the Building Inspector
immediately place such a wood floor and substantially support same to prevent
sagging under load. .

(2). Tbat the Contractor shall in no way obstruct sny fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(3). That provisions shell be made for the normel flow of all storm
waters in the guitter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage
done due to obstruction of any such storm water.

(%). 'That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or cobstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
and provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(5). That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and atreet lmmediately after
the necessity for their existence on saldd sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obsiructions shall be removed not
later than December 31, 1953.

(6). That the City reserves the right to revoke et any time any and
all the privileges herein granted or to reguire the erection or instaliation
of additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demanil it.

(7). That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant
reserves the right to enter and occupy any part or all of said space any time
with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(8). That any public utility, or public or private property disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the comstruction work for said building projects, whether done by the
Contractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired
at the Contractor's expense. _

(9). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond
in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), which shall protect, indemnigy
and hold harmless the City of Austin from amy claims or damages to any person
or property that mey acecrue to or be brought by any reason of the exercise

or abuse of the privileges granted the Comtractor by theCity of Austin and
shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and sll other public
property and public utilities addturbed or removed during the construction
work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway and other
safeguards during the occupancy of the space.

The City Manager stated the Health Department was con-
stantly checking on the milk and dairies, and that the Hospital itself would run
tests on the milk.
